T raditionally  we  prefer  to  not  overlay  PCC  streets  with  asphalt.  However  as  time  goes  on  some  concrete  streets 
deteriorate  to  a point  where  they  require  attention  and  are  in  fact  covered  with  asphalt.  I will  have  McCadden 
inspected  and  from  your  description  most  likely  placed  in  a future  resurfacing  program.

I am  contacting  you

That  way  it  could  be  put 
on  the  list  for  repair  for 
the  next  fiscal  year  in 
July  2016  instead  of 
July  201 7 as  Sherman 
states.
